Chapter  3:  Seven  Things  We 
Have  in  Christ 
1.  WE  ARE  SAVED 

The  first  thing  we  have  in 
Christ  is  salvation.  I  want  you 
to  boldly  say,  I  AM  SAVED. 

But  what  saith  it?  The 
word  is  nigh  thee,  even  in 
thy  mouth,  and  in  thy 
heart:  that  is,  the  word  of 
faith,  which  we  preach; 
That  if  thou  shalt  confess 
with  thy  mouth  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  shalt  believe  in 
thine  heart  that  God  hath 
raised  him  from  the  dead, 
thou  shalt  be  saved. 

For  with  the  heart  man  be- 
lieveth  unto  righteousness;

sion  is  made  unto  salva¬ 
tion. 

For  the  scripture  saith, 
Whosoever  believeth  on 
him  shall  not  be  ashamed. 
Romans  10:8-11 
But  as  many  as  received 
him,  to  them  gave  He  pow¬ 
er  to  become  the  sons  of 
God,  even  to  them  that  be¬ 
lieve  on  his  name. 

John  1:12 
Now,  YOU  say  this: 

I  confess  with  my  mouth, 
Jesus  is  my  Lord. 

I  believe  in  my  heart  that  God 
raised  Him  from  the  dead.

Therefore  if  any  man  be  in 
Christ,  he  is  a  new  crea¬ 
ture:  old  things  are  passed 
away;  behold,  all  things  are 
become  new. 

2  Corinthians  5:17 
Make  this  confession: 

I  am  a  new  creature  in  Christ 

Jesus. 

Old  things  are  passed  away. 
Everything  has  become  new. 

I  am  no  longer  condemned. 


God  does  not  remember  my 

sins. 

All  my  sins  have  been  blotted 

out. 

I  am  a  new  creature — I  have  no 

past. 

If  I  sin ,  I  will  immediately  con¬ 
fess  my  sins. 

I  will  immediately  be  cleansed 
from  all  unrighteousness. 

Thank  God ,  I  am  a  new  crea¬ 
ture! 

Thank  God ,  I  have  eternal  life! 

Thank  God ,  I  will  never  die! 


4.  WE  ARE  DELIVERED 

The  fourth  thing  we  have  in 
Christ  is  deliverance.  I  want 
you  to  say,  I  AM  DELIVERED! 

Giving  thanks  unto  the  Fa¬ 
ther,  which  hath  made  us 
meet  to  be  partakers  of  the 
inheritance  of  the  saints  in 
light: 

Who  hath  delivered  us  from 
the  power  of  darkness,  and 
hath  translated  us  into  the 
kingdom  of  his  dear  Son. 
Colossians  1:12-13 

WE  ARE  SAVED. 

WE  ARE  BORN  AGAIN. 

WE  ARE  NEW  CREATURES. 

WE  ARE  DELIVERED. 

You  must  get  mad  at  the  devil 
and  say,  “Devil,  I  command 
you  in  the  Name  of  Jesus,  take 


your  hands  off  me!  I  AM  DE¬ 
LIVERED!” 

Boldly  tell  the  devil,  ((Jesus 
holds  the  keys  to  hell  and  to 
death .  No  devil  can  take  my 
life.  No  demon  can  harm  me  or 
steal  one  day  of  my  life.  ” 

Make  this  confession: 

I  am  delivered  from  the  power 
of  darkness. 

I  am  in  the  kingdom  of  light. 


5.  WE  ARE  REDEEMED 

The  fifth  thing  we  have  in 
Christ  is  redemption.  I  want 
you  to  say,  I  AM  REDEEMED. 

Christ  hath  redeemed  us 
from  the  curse  of  the  law, 
being  made  a  curse  for  us: 
for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is 
every  one  that  hangeth  on 
a  tree: 

That  the  blessing  of  Abra¬ 
ham  might  come  on  the 
Gentiles  through  Jesus 
Christ;  that  we  might  re¬ 
ceive  the  promise  of  the 
Spirit  through  faith. 
Galatians  3:13-14 
God  states  clearly  that  this  re¬ 
demption  is  based  upon  our  re¬ 
sponse  to  His  requirement: 


But  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if 
thou  wilt  not  hearken  unto 
the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy 
God,  to  observe  to  do  all  his 
commandments  and  his 
statutes  which  I  command 
thee  this  day;  that  all  these 
curses  shall  come  upon 
thee,  and  overtake  thee. 
Deuteronomy  28:15 
God,  through  Jesus  Christ,  has 
given  every  man  a  choice. 

I  call  heaven  and  earth  to 
record  this  day  against 
you,  that  I  have  set  before 
you  life  and  death,  blessing 
and  cursing:  therefore 

choose  life,  that  both  thou 
and  thy  seed  may  live:

I  am  redeemed  from  the  curse 
of  the  law. 

Say,  I  AM  REDEEMED. 


I  love  God ,  and  keep  His  com¬ 
mandments,  therefore: 

I’m  redeemed  from  being: 
Cursed  in  the  city,  cursed 
in  the  field,  cursed  in  the 
basket,  or,  cursed  in  the 
store. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

My  children  being  cursed, 
my  land  being  cursed,  or 
my  livestock  being  cursed. 
I’m  redeemed  from  being: 
Cursed  when  coming  in,  or, 
cursed  when  going  out. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 
Vexation,  rebuke,  destruc¬ 
tion,  pestilence,  or,  servi¬ 
tude  to  enemies. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 
Astonishment  of  heart,  ex¬ 
treme  burning,  being  dis- 


persed,  or,  enemies  smiting 
me. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

The  heaven  being  brass,  or, 
the  earth  being  iron 
(drought,  poverty,  business 
drying  up,  or,  retrench¬ 
ment). 

I’m  redeemed  from: 
Disappointment,  children 
going  away. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 
Plagues,  emerods,  scabs, 
itch  (parasites),  madness, 
blindness  (wearing  glasses 
or  contact  lenses). 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

Fever,  poverty,  darkness, 
oppression,  adultery. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 


Powerlessness,  despair, 
boils  (skin  diseases),  cap¬ 
tivity  (debt),  idolatry. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 
Drought,  mildew,  sword 
(bullets/  knives/  weapons/ 
war/  being  hit  with  fists, 
feet,  legs,  arms,  elbows,  or 
knees), 

I’m  redeemed  from: 
being  unburied  (killed  in 
war),  and  consumption. 

Look  in  the  mirror  and  say 
these  things.  Say  them  to  your 
wife  or  husband.

The  sixth  thing  we  have  in 
Christ  is  the  blessing  of  Abra¬ 
ham.  I  want  you  to  say,  I  AM 
BLESSED. 

Christ  hath  redeemed  us 
from  the  curse  of  the  law, 
being  made  a  curse  for  us: 
for  it  is  written, 

Cursed  is  every  one  that 
hangeth  on  a  tree: 

That  the  blessing  of  Abra¬ 
ham  might  come  on  the 
Gentiles  through  Jesus 
Christ;  that  we  might  re¬ 
ceive  the  promise  of  the 
Spirit  through  faith. 
Galatians  3:13-14 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if 
thou  shalt  hearken  dili¬ 
gently  unto  the  voice  of  the 


Lord  thy  God,  to  observe 
and  to  do  all  his  com¬ 
mandments  which  I  com¬ 
mand  thee  this  day,  that 
the  Lord  thy  God  will  set 
thee  on  high  above  all  na¬ 
tions  of  the  earth:

I’m  established  as  a  holy 
people/person. 

People  can  see  that  I’m 
called  by  the  Name  of  the 
Lord  (that  I  live  in  the 
presence  of  the  Lord). 


People  of  the  earth  re- 
spect/(will  be  afraid)  me. 

I  have  surplus  of  prosperity 
through  the  fruit  of  my 
body,  livestock,  and 
ground.

In  the  presence  of  Jesus,  we 
want  to  tell  the  Father  some¬ 
thing. 

WE  ARE  SAVED.

Now  I  want  you  to  say  it  just 
for  yourself.

Chapter  4:  A  Confession  of 
Deliverance  from  Satan's 
Power 

A  CONFESSION  OF  DELIVER¬ 
ANCE  FROM  SATAN'S  POWER 

Father,  as  I  approach  Your 
throne  now  with  my  confession, 
I  know  the  Word  of  God  says, 
((Let  us  therefore  come  boldly 
unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that 
we  may  obtain  mercy,  and  find 
grace  to  help  in  time  of  need.  ” 
(Hebrews  4:16) 

As  I  come  to  boldly  confess,  I 
realize  that  Jesus  is  the  High 
Priest  of  my  confession.  (He¬ 
brews  3:1)  You  said,  uTake 
with  you  words,  and  turn  to 
the  Lord.” (Hosea  14:2) 

Father,  I  come  to  Your  throne 
today  in  the  face  of  all  the 


doubt ,  in  the  face  of  all  the  as¬ 
saults  of  the  devil,  in  the  face 
of  all  the  forces  of  darkness, 

TO  BOLDLY  CONFESS 
YOUR  WORD! 

Lord,  I  know  that  You  listen  to 
me  when  I  pray  and  speak  to 
You  according  to  Your  Word. 
The  Word  of  God  says  that  if 
we  ask  anything  according  to 
Your  will,  or  Word,  You  hear 
us,  and  if  You  hear  us,  we 
know  we  have  the  petitions  we 
ask  of  You.  (1  John  5:14-15) 
Father,  I  know  that  my  confes¬ 
sion  is  important  because  the 
power  of  life  and  death  is  in 
the  tongue  (Proverbs  18:21) 
Lord,  You  said  in  Your  Word 
that  I  could  have  whatever  I 
say.  (Mark  1 1:23)  I  boldly  con- 


fess  Your  Word  today  concern¬ 
ing  myself  as  a  new  creature  in 
Christ  Jesus .  I  come  with  that 
Word  in  my  mouth ,  believing  it 
in  my  heart. 

I  boldly  declare

Father ,  I  want  to  dwell  upon 
Your  Word  that  You  have  spo¬ 
ken  unto  me.  Your  Word  says 
that  I  am  delivered.  I  am  de¬ 
livered  from  the  power  of 
darkness  and  translated  into 
the  kingdom  of  Your  dear  Son. 
(Colossians  1:13) 


Father ,  I  want  to  thank  You 
that  I  am  not  going  to  be  deliv¬ 
ered, 

I  AM  DELIVERED! 

I  know  that  Your  Word  teaches 
me  that  there  are  two  king¬ 
doms — a  kingdom  of  light  and 
a  kingdom  of  darkness.  I  know 
that  in  the  kingdom  of  dark¬ 
ness  there  is: 

misery, 

demonic  power, 
doubt, 

unforgiveness  of  sins, 
sickness, 
oppression, 
deep  depression, 
mental  anguish. 

I  know  that  in  the  kingdom  of 
darkness,  Satan  is  lord.  There 
are  demonic  forces  which  har- 


ass  and  vex  the  members  of 
that  kingdom. 

I  once  walked  in  that  kingdom 
when  I  was  lost.  As  Your  Word 
says ,  I  walked  according  to  the 
course  of  this  world ,  according 
to  the  spirit  that  now  works  in 
the  children  of  disobedience. 
( Ephesians  2:1-2)  That  evil 
spirit  did  work  in  me. 

I  walked  in  that  darkness. 

I  was  so  unhappy. 

I  did  not  have  eternal  life. 

I  did  not  have  the  joy  of  the 

Lord. 

I  walked  according  to  the 
course  of  this  world. 

But,  Father,  I  want  to  thank 
You  that  one  day  the  Lord  Je¬ 
sus  became  my  Lord  and  my 
Saviour.  I  want  to  thank  You 


that  one  day  you  called  me  into 
fellowship  with  Him.  By  Your 
grace  and  mercy ,  You  revealed 
Jesus  to  me  and  I  made  Him 
my  Lord.  When  I  made  Jesus 
my  Lord,  I  was  delivered  from 
the  powers  of  darkness  and 
translated  into  the  kingdom  of 
Your  dear  Son! 

I  HAVE  BEEN  DELIVERED! 
Father,  I  want  to  remind  You 
that  I  have  been  delivered. 

I  want  to  remind  the  Lord  Je¬ 
sus  Christ. 

I  want  to  remind  the  holy  an¬ 
gels  of  God! 

Satan,  I  remind  you  and  all 
the  demon  forces  that  follow 
you, 

I  HAVE  BEEN  DELIVERED! 


I  am  delivered  by  the  power  of 
Jesus  Christ ,  by  His  Name , 
and  by  His  blood!  I  am  deliv¬ 
ered  from  the  power  of  dark¬ 
ness  and  I  have  been  translat¬ 
ed  into  the  KINGDOM  OF 
LIGHT! 

You  have  no  authority  over  me, 
Satan.  You  have  no  power  over 
me,  Satan.  It  is  only  my  igno¬ 
rance  that  has  given  you  any 
power  over  me.  The  Bible  says, 

‘ Neither  give  place  to  the  dev¬ 
il. ’’(Ephesians  4:27) 

Satan,  I  have  given  you  place 
at  times  in  my  life,  but  I  will 
not  do  it  anymore.  You  have  no 
authority  and  no  power  over 
me  whatsoever!  I  have  been  de¬ 
livered  from  all  of  your  power. 
Satan,  I  command  you,  IN 


THE  NAME  OF  THE  LORD 
JESUS  CHRIST,  leave  me 
now! 

Father,  I  rejoice  that  the  devil 
has  no  legal  or  spiritual  au¬ 
thority  over  me  whatsoever. 

I  walk  in  the  kingdom  of  light. 
I  am  living  in  the  kingdom  of 

light. 

I  am  living  in  the  kingdom  of 
Your  Son. 

The  kingdom  of  God  is  right¬ 
eousness,  peace,  and  joy  in  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

Lord,  Your  kingdom  is  not 

sickness, 
depression, 
evil  and  wickedness, 
oppression, 
vexation, 

trouble  and  sorrow. 


I  walk  in  the  kingdom  of  God 
which  is 

righteousness , 
peace , 

and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost! 
Oh  hallelujah!  I  praise  You , 
Lord! 

I  am  in  the  kingdom  of  right¬ 
eousness. 

I  am  in  the  kingdom  of  peace. 

I  am  in  the  kingdom  of  joy  in 
the  Holy  Ghost! 

Jesus ,  You  said ,  ((But  seek  ye 
first  the  kingdom  of  God ,  and 
his  righteousness;  and  all  these 
things  shall  be  added  unto 
you  .”  (Matthew  6:33)  Father ;  I 
seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God.  I 
am  putting  Your  kingdom  first 
this  day.  I  know  that  as  I  am 
obedient  to  Your  Word ,  all  the 


problems  and  all  the  things  I 
have  before  me  will  be  taken 
care  of.  That  is  Your  business. 
My  business  is  to  seek  FIRST 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

As  I  seek  first  the  kingdom  of 
God: 

My  family  will  be  taken  care  of. 
My  business  will  prosper. 

My  prayers  will  be  answered. 

I  rejoice  today  that  I  am  deliv¬ 
ered  from  the  power  of  dark¬ 
ness.  Lord,  You  said  in  Your 
Word,  ((Behold,  I  give  unto  you 
power.”  " You  were  talking  to 
me,  Lord,  and  to  all  believers. 
Behold ,  I  give  unto  you 
power  to  tread  on  serpents 
and  scorpions ,  and  over  all 
the  power  of  the  enemy:  and 


nothing  shall  by  any  means 
hurt  you. 

Luke  10:19 

Oh ,  Father ,  I  confess  boldly 
with  my  mouth: 

I  have  power  to  tread  on  ser¬ 
pents  and  scorpions ,  which  are 
demon  powers.  I  have  power 
over  all  the  power  of  the  enemy. 
Nothing  shall  by  any  means 
hurt  me. 

It’s  astounding ,  and  yet  I  ac¬ 
cept  it  in  my  spirit  that  I  have 
power  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  and  by  the  power 
of  His  blood, 
not  just  over  one  demon, 
not  just  over  one  hundred  de¬ 
mons, 

not  just  over  one  thousand  de¬ 
mons, 


but  I  have  power  over  every 
demonic  force , 

over  all  the  demon  forces  com¬ 
bined , 

and  over  the  devil  himself! 
You  have  given  me  power  over 
all  the  power  of  the  enemy  and 
nothing  shall  by  any  means 
hurt  me, 

not  what  I  face  now,  not  what  I 
shall  face  in  the  future, 
not  what  I  have  done  in  the 
past  (which  has  ceased  to  ex¬ 
ist). 

NOTHING  SHALL  BY  ANY 
MEANS  HURT  ME! 

I  know  that  the  Word  of  God 
says,  ((In  my  name  shall  they

Chapter  9:  A  Confession  of 

Victory  Over  Fear 

He  that  dwelleth  in  the  secret 
place  of  the  most  High  shall 
abide  under  the  shadow  of  the 
Almighty. 

I  will  say  of  the  Lord,  He  is  my 
refuge  (protection  or  shelter 
from  danger  or  hardship)  and 
my  fortress  (a  large  and  per¬ 
manent  stronghold):  my  God; 
in  him  will  I  trust. 

Surely  he  shall  deliver  thee 
from  the  snare  of  the  fowler 
(hunter),  and  from  the  noi¬ 
some  pestilence  (fatal  epidem¬ 
ic  or  evil  influence). 

He  shall  cover  thee  with  his 
feathers,  and  under  his  wings 
shalt  thou  trust:  his  truth 
shall  be  thy  shield  and  buck¬ 
ler. 


Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for 
the  terror  (intense,  overpow¬ 
ering  fear)  by  night;  nor  for 
the  arrow  (the  evil  plots  and 
slanders  of  the  wicked)  that 
flieth  by  day; 

Nor  for  the  pestilence  (fatal 
epidemic  or  evil  influence) 
that  walketh  in  darkness;  nor 
for  the  destruction  (sudden 
death)  that  wasteth  at  noon¬ 
day. 

A  thousand  shall  fall  at  thy 
side,  and  ten  thousand  at  thy 
right  hand;  but  it  shall  not 
come  nigh  thee. 

Only  with  thine  eyes  shalt 
thou  behold  and  see  the  re¬ 
ward  of  the  wicked. 

Because  thou  hast  made  the 
Lord,  which  is  my  refuge  (pro¬ 
tection  or  shelter  from  danger 


or  hardship),  even  the  most 
High,  thy  habitation; 

There  shall  no  evil  befall  thee, 
neither  shall  any  plague  (af¬ 
fliction  or  calamity)  come 
nigh  thy  dwelling. 

For  he  shall  give  his  angels 
charge  over  thee,  to  keep  thee 
in  all  thy  ways. 

They  shall  bear  thee  up  in 
their  hands,  lest  thou  dash 
thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

Thou  shalt  tread  upon  the  lion 
and  adder:  the  young  lion  and 
the  dragon  shalt  thou  trample 
under  feet. 

Because  he  hath  set  his  love 
upon  me  (because  he  says 
aloud  everyday,  T  love  God,  I 
love  everyone,  I  hate  sin,  I 
love  reading  God’s  Word’  over 
and  over  again  for  at  least  2 
hours  a  day),  therefore  will  I 


deliver  him:  I  will  set  him  on 
high,  because  he  hath  known 
my  name. 

He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I 
will  answer  him: 

I  will  be  with  him  in  trouble;  I 
will  deliver  him,  and  honour 
him. 

With  long  life  will  I  satisfy 
him,  and  shew  him  my  salva¬ 
tion. 

Psalm  91 

In  the  last  three  verses  of  this 
beautiful  Psalm,  God  gives  us 
seven  promises.  These  promis¬ 
es  are  contingent  upon  one 
fact:  that  we  set  our  love  upon 
Him. 

He  will  deliver  us. 

He  will  set  us  on  high. 

He  will  answer  us  when  we  call 
upon  Him. 


He  will  be  with  us  in  trouble. 

He  will  honor  us. 

He  will  satisfy  us  with  long 

life. 

He  will  show  us  His  salvation. 


CONFESSION  OF  VICTORY 
OVER  FEAR 

Oh  Father ,  as  I  come  to  You 
today ,  I  come  with  Your  Word. 
I  will  not  confess  anything  that 
is  of  the  devil  or  of  the  world.  I 
will  not  let  pass  from  my  lips 
that  which  would  grieve  You  or 
harm  me,  but  I  will  put  Your 
words  within  my  lips  and  con¬ 
fess  them  at  Your  great  throne.

Mary,  the  mother  of  Jesus, 

said. 

Be  it  unto  me  according  to 
thy  word.

Therefore,  I  say, 


Let  it  be  unto  me  according  to 
Your  Word . 

I  take  Your  Word  and  not  only 
put  it  in  my  heart ,  but  I  speak 
it  with  my  mouth. 

I  confess  this  Psalm  to  You  to¬ 
day.  I  confess  that  I  dwell  in 
the  secret  place  of  the  Most 
High.  I  abide  under  the  shad¬ 
ow  of  the  Almighty. 

Lord ,  this  is  my  dwelling 
place!  It  is  not  where  I  visit 
once  in  awhile.  I  declare  that  I 
dwell  in  the  secret  place  of  the 
Most  High. 

I  thank  You ,  Father ,  that  in 
this  wicked  world  in  which  I 
live , 

There  is  a  secret  place. 
There  is  a  hiding  place  under 
the  shadow  of  Your  wings. 


Lord,  that  hiding  place  is  in 
Your  presence. 

Wherever  I  go,  I  can  sense  Your 
divine  presence. 

I  can  sense  the  divine  influence 
of  Your  Spirit  upon  my  life. 
So  I  can  boldly  say: 

I  dwell  in  the  secret  place  of  the 
Most  High. 

I  abide  under  the  shadow  of 
the  Almighty. 

Oh  Father,  I  am  glad  You  are 
close  to  me.  In  You  I  live  and 
move  and  have  my  being.  Lord 
Jesus,  You  said  that  You 
would  never  leave  me  nor  for¬ 
sake  me. 

Lord,  You  said  You  would  send 
another  Comforter,  the  Holy 
Spirit,  who  will  abide  with  me 
forever. 


My  body  is  the  temple  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  I  am  not  my  own.  I 
belong  to  God.  I  am  bought 
with  a  price.  Therefore ,  I  glori¬ 
fy  God  in  my  body  and  in  my 
spirit ,  which  are  His.  (I  Corin¬ 
thians  6:19-20) 

I  thank  You ,  Lord  God ,  that 
You  said  You  will  walk  in  me 
and  You  will  be  my  God  and  I 
will  be  Your  child.  The  greater 
One  lives  within  me. 

I  dwell  in  the  secret  place  of  the 
Most  High. 

I  abide  under  the  shadow  of 
the  Almighty. 

This  is  my  living  place! 
Some  people  ask  me,  ((Where  do 
you  live V\  and  I  could  give 
them  the  address  of  my  house, 
but  Father,  I  really  live  in  the 


secret  place  of  the  Most  High!  I 
abide  under  the  shadow  of  the 
Almighty! 

In  the  midst  of 
all  the  storms  of  life , 
all  the  confusion  of  life , 
all  the  turbulence  of  life, 
all  the  troubles  of  life, 

I  AM  ABIDING  UNDER  THE 
SHADOW  OF  THE  AL¬ 
MIGHTY. 

And  what  shall  I  say  of  the 
Lord ?  What  shall  be  upon  my 
lips  about  the  Lord  today ? 

What  shall  I  say  of  the  Lord ?  I 
will  say  what  God's  Word  says. 
The  Lord  is  my  refuge. 

The  Lord  is  my  fortress. 

The  Lord  is  my  God;  in  Him 
will  I  trust. 


Oh  Father,  this  is  what  I  say 
about  You.  Lord  Jesus,  this  is 
what  I  say  about  You: 

You  are  my  refuge. 

You  are  my  fortress. 

You  are  my  God. 

You  are  the  One  I  trust. 
Surely  You  have  delivered  me 
from  the  snare  of  the  fowler 
and  from  the  noisome  pesti¬ 
lence.  You  have  covered  me 
with  Your  feathers  and  under 
Your  wings  I  trust.  Your  truth 
is  my  shield  and  my  buckler. 
Hallelujah!  This  is  my  confes¬ 
sion  about  the  Lord. 

I  will  not  have  a  negative  con¬ 
fession  and  talk  about  my 
trouble,  my  sorrow,  and  all  the 
things  I  do  not  understand. 
Lord,  I  boldly  confess: 


You  are  my  refuge,  my  fortress, 

my  God! 

Your  truth  is  my  shield  and  my 

buckler. 

You  have  delivered  me  from  the 
snare  of  the  fowler. 

You  have  delivered  me  from  the 
noisome  pestilence.

I  trust. 

Lord  God,  Your  truth  is  what  I 
am  confessing  today. 

I  live  in  Your  Word. 

I  read  it  daily. 

I  meditate  upon  it. 

I  speak  it  out  to  men. 

I  confess  it  to  You. 

The  Word  of  the  Lord  endures 
forever!  No  Word  of  God  shall 


be  void  of  power .  Your  Word, 
Father,  is  truth. 

Every  Word  of  God  is  inspired 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  it  is 
profitable  for  doctrine,  for  re¬ 
proof,  for  correction,  and  for 
instruction  in  righteousness, 
that  the  man  or  woman  of  God 
may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  fur¬ 
nished  unto  all  good  works.  (II 
Timothy  3:1 6-1 7) 

Lord,  I  want  to  thank  You  that 
I  have  overcome  the  devil  by 
the  blood  of  the  Lamb  and  the 
word  of  my  testimony.  Your 
Word  is  my  testimony  today. 
Your  truth  is  my  shield  and  my 
buckler,  therefore,  I  say: 

I  AM  NOT  AFRAID! 
Father,  it  is  said  of  the  last 
days  that  mens  hearts  will  fail 


them  because  of  fear .  I  know 
that  fear  has  been  let  loose  up¬ 
on  the  human  race ,  but  I  boldly 
confess: 

I  am  not  afraid! 

I  am  not  afraid  of  the  devil! 

I  am  not  afraid  of  fear! 

I  am  not  afraid  of  demons! 

I  am  not  afraid  of  sickness! 

I  am  not  afraid  of  cancer! 

I  am  not  afraid  of  divorce! 

I  am  not  afraid  of  an  early 
death! 

I  am  not  afraid  that  my  chil¬ 
dren  will  go  astray! 

I  am  not  afraid  that  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  my  family  will  never  be 

saved! 

I  am  not  afraid  that  I  have 
committed  the  unpardonable 

sin! 


I  am  not  afraid  that  God  does 
not  love  me! 

I  am  not  afraid  of  trouble  and 
sorrow  and  heartache! 

I  AM  NOT  AFRAID! 

Lord ,  I  confess: 

I  am  bold. 

I  am  courageous. 

I  am  a  strong  person. 

I  am  a  mighty  soldier  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

I  stand  up  tall. 

I  square  my  shoulders. 

I  am  a  bold  soldier  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

I  am  not  afraid! 

I  want  the  devil  to  hear  this. 

Devil,  I  am  not  afraid! 

I  want  the  angels  to  hear  it. 


Angels,  I  am  not  afraid! 

I  want  the  Lord  Jesus  to  hear 
it. 

Jesus,  I  am  not  afraid! 
Father,  I  want  You  to  hear  it. 

I  am  not  afraid! 

I  am  not  afraid,  Lord,  because 
You  will  never  leave  me  nor 
forsake  me. 

I  HAVE  NO  FEAR! 

I  refuse  fear  in  my  spirit,  mind, 
and  body. 

I  AM  NOT  AFRAID! 

As  I  read  this  Psalm,  Lord,  I 
see  what  I  am  not  afraid  of. 

I  am  not  afraid  of  the  terror  by 
night.  I  will  not  give  in  to  in¬ 
tense,  overpowering  fear. 

I  am  not  afraid  of  the  arrow 
that  flies  by  day. 


I  am  not  afraid  of  the  evil  plots 
and  slanders  of  the  wicked. 

I  am  not  afraid  of  the  pesti¬ 
lence  that  walks  in  darkness.  I 
do  not  fear  any  fatal  epidemic 
or  evil  influence. 

I  am  not  afraid  of  the  destruc¬ 
tion  that  wastes  at  noonday.  I 
am  not  afraid  of  sudden  death. 
Lord ,  I  am  not  afraid  of  any  of 
the  devil's  schemes. 

I  am  not  afraid  of  what  is  go¬ 
ing  to  happen  during  the  day. 
I  am  not  afraid  of  what  is  go¬ 
ing  to  happen  in  the  morning. 
I  am  not  afraid  of  what  is  go¬ 
ing  to  happen  at  noontime. 

I  am  not  afraid  of  what  is  go¬ 
ing  to  happen  during  the  night. 

I  AM  NOT  AFRAID! 

I  am  not  afraid  because 


God  is  my  Father,  and  if  He  is 
for  me,  who  can  be  against  me ? 
Lord  Jesus,  You  are  my  Lord 
and  my  Saviour. 

The  Holy  Spirit  dwells  within 

me. 

I  am  surrounded  by  the  angels 

of  God. 

I  AM  NOT  AFRAID! 

I  am  going  to  stop  and  praise 
You  with  uplifted  hands. 
Hallelujah!  Hallelujah!  I 
praise  You,  Lord. 

I  am  delivered  from  fear. 

I  do  not  care  if  I  feel  fear  or 

not. 

I  am  not  afraid  of  it. 

I  am  not  afraid  of  fear. 

I  will  not  entertain  fear.  When 
fear  comes  against  my  mind,  I 


hold  up  the  blood  of  Jesus  and 
cry , 

THE  BLOOD!  THE  BLOOD! 
THE  BLOOD! 

Satan ,  the  blood  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  is  against  You! 
Those  evil  imaginations  disap¬ 
pear!  I  realize  that  my  God  is 
able  to  deliver  me  out  of  ALL  of 
the  troubles  of  life! 

I  AM  NOT  AFRAID! 

I  boldly  declare  it,  I  believe  it 
in  my  heart,  and  I  confess  it 
with  my  mouth.  All  fear  has  to 
leave  me. 

I  command  you,  you  spirits  of 
fear,  in  the  Name  of  Jesus  and 
in  the  power  of  the  blood  of  Je¬ 
sus, 

Leave  me  now! 

Get  away  from  me! 


Get  out  of  this  room! 

Get  out  of  this  house! 

Get  away  from  all  of  my  fami¬ 
ly! 

Leave  now ,  you  spirits  of  fear! 
I  am  not  afraid.  I  have  all 
power  over  all  demonic  forces 
in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  (Luke  10:19)  I  com¬ 
mand  you  to  leave  me!  Flee 
from  me  according  to  the  Word 
of  God! 

Father,  You  have  not  given  me 
the  spirit  of  fear,  but  the  Spirit 
of  power  and  of  love  and  of  a 
sound  mind.  I  boldly  confess 
that  I  do  not  have  the  spirit  of 
fear,  for  the  spirit  of  fear  has 
fled  from  me  according  to  Your 
Word  that  says,  ((Resist  the 


devil,  and  he  will  flee  from 
you. ’’(James  4:7) 

I  boldly  declare: 

I  have  the  spirit  of  love. 

I  have  the  spirit  of  power. 

I  have  the  spirit  of  a  sound 
mind. 

I  am  filled  with  love  by  Your 

Spirit. 

I  am  filled  with  power  by  Your 

Spirit. 

I  am  filled  with  a  sound  mind 
by  Your  Spirit. 

A  thousand  may  fall  at  my  side 
and  ten  thousand  at  my  right 
hand,  but  it  shall  not  come 
near  me.  Only  with  my  eyes 
shall  I  behold  and  see  the  re¬ 
ward  of  the  wicked. 

Now  the  devil  would  tell  me 
that  I  am  going  to  fail,  my 


family  is  going  to  be  destroyed, 
and  tragedy  is  going  to  come, 
but  I  say  boldly,  “Lord,  a  thou¬ 
sand  may  fall  at  my  side  and 
ten  thousand  at  my  right  hand, 
but  it  shall  not  come  near  me!” 
This  is  the  Word  of  the  eternal 
God.  I  boldly  declare  that  it  is 
true. 

NO  EVIL  SHALL  COME 
NEAR  ME! 

Only  with  my  eyes  shall  I  see 
the  reward  of  the  wicked.  Fa¬ 
ther,  demonic  forces  lined 
against  me  shall  be  rewarded 
with  everlasting  destruction 
from  the  Lord.  They  are  eter¬ 
nally  defeated,  for  Jesus 
spoiled  principalities  and  pow¬ 
ers  and  made  a  show  of  them 
openly,  triumphing  over  them. 


(Colossians  2:15)  He  was  man¬ 
ifested  to  destroy  the  works  of 
the  devil.  (I  John  3:8) 

Now ,  Father,  I  come  to  the  re¬ 
ward  of  such  a  confession.  Be¬ 
cause  I  have  made  the  Lord  my 
habitation,  my  dwelling  place, 
my  portion,  there  shall  no  evil 
befall  me,  neither  shall  any 
plague  or  calamity  come  near 
my  dwelling. 

I  boldly  confess: 

No  evil  shall  befall  me. 

No  plague  or  calamity  shall 
come  near  my  dwelling. 
Lord,  this  is  my  confession,  be¬ 
cause  You  have  given  Your  an¬ 
gels  charge  over  me  to  keep  me 
in  all  my  ways.  They  will  bear 
me  up  in  their  hands  lest  I 
dash  my  foot  against  a  stone. 


Father ,  Your  angels  accompa¬ 
ny  me,  defend  me,  and  preserve 
me.  Thank  You,  Lord,  for  those 
blessed  ministering  spirits. 
Even  though  I  may  not  see 
them,  they  are  busy  at  work 
every  hour  of  the  day,  watching 
over  me  and  my  loved  ones. 

I  boldly  confess  that  I  tread 
upon  the  lion  and  the  adder, 
the  young  lion  and  the  dragon 
I  trample  under  foot. 

Because  I  have  set  my  love  up¬ 
on  You,  Lord  (everyday  I  con¬ 
fess  aloud  T  love  God,  I  love 
everyone,  I  hate  sin,  I  love 
reading  Matthews,  2  hours 
daily \  while  simultaneously 
reading  Matthew  Henry's 
Commentary  for  at  least  2 
hours  daily) 


You  will  deliver  me. 

You  will  set  me  on  high. 

You  will  answer  me  when  I  call 
upon  You. 

You  will  be  with  me  in  trouble. 

You  will  honor  me. 

You  will  satisfy  me  with  long 

life. 

You  will  show  me  Your  salva¬ 
tion. 

This  is  true  in  my  life. 

You  have  answered  me  when  I 
have  called  upon  You. 

You  are  with  me  in  trouble. 
You  have  not  deserted  me. 

You  have  delivered  me. 

You  are  honoring  me  daily 
with  Your  presence ,  Your  pow¬ 
er,  Your  mercy ,  and  Your 
goodness. 


Lord,  You  will  satisfy  me  with 
long  life.  The  number  of  my 
days  You  will  fulfill.  (Exodus 
23:26) 

Because  I  serve  You,  Lord, 

You  have  blessed  my  bread. 
You  have  blessed  my  water. 
You  have  taken  sickness  from 
the  midst  of  me. 

You  will  fulfill  the  number  of 
my  days. 

I  boldly  confess  today: 

You  will  satisfy  me  with  long 

life. 

I  will  not  die  an  early  death. 
Sickness  will  not  take  my  life 
from  me. 

You  have  taken  sickness  from 
the  midst  of  me. 

The  number  of  my  days  You 
will  fulfill. 


I  thank  You ,  Father ,  that  You 
are  all  powerful.  There  is  no 
power  so  great  as  that  of  my 
Heavenly  Father! 

Father,  I  confidently  rejoice  in 
You  because  You  are  the  pre¬ 
server  of  my  life.  You  are  the 
strength  of  my  life.  You  are  the 
God  of  this  universe,  and  You 
are  my  very  own  Father! 

I  do  not  fear ! 

I  do  not  fret! 

I  do  not  have  any  anxiety  to¬ 
day! 

You  are  my  Father! 

Lord  Jesus,  You  are  my  Shep¬ 
herd! 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  my  mighty 
Teacher  and  Comforter! 

The  angels  of  God  are  about 

me! 


I  have  been  washed  in  the 
blood  of  Jesus! 

I  am  a  child  of  God! 
Today ,  I  am  full  of 

love , 

joy, 

peace, 
and  power. 

Father,  today  I  will  share  the 
Good  News  with  those  around 
me. 

I  will  not  have  an  evil  report, 
but  I  will  have  a  good  report. 
No  words  shall  pass  my  lips 
except  that  which  pertains  to 
Your  Word. 

This  is  my  confession.  I  praise 
You,  Father,  because  You  are 
watching  over  Your  Word  to 
see  that  it  is  fulfilled  in  my  life. 
(Jeremiah  1:12)
